Applicants' proposed After Final amendments to Claims 1, 4, 7, 40, 41 and 46-50 introduce substantive changes that raise issues 
requiring further search and/or consideration, and therefore will not be entered. For instance, Claims 1, 4, 40, 41, 46, 47, and 50 were 
amended to identify haplotypes using a binary code for the purpose of generating binary mask arrays without using the binary mask arrays 
or indicating what their purpose is. Also, all limitations requiring the assigning of binary code to haplotypes were removed from Claims 7, 
48 and 49, which would necessitate the reapplication of art rejectons. 
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
